THE RIVAL OF AN ANCIENT CUSTOM 


Th« Fust of ROMS Annually Cilibrated by 


Lancaster of Church. 


The thirteenth 
annual Feast of 


Roses was celebrated at Zion's Luth- 
eran Church, Mauheim Lancaster Co., 
last week with an attendance of sev- 
eral thousands to witness the beauti- 
ful ceremony. 


When Baron Henry William Httegel 


deeded the ground to the church on 
December 4, 1772, the consideration 
named was one red rose, to be paid in 
June, whenever demanded. Jt was 
twice demanded by the baron, and it 
was only in 1891 that the payment oi 
the rose was revived by Dr. J. H. Gre- 
liiig. Since then the debt has been an- 
uuaily paid, and the festival now at- 
tracts people from all sections of East- 
ern Pennsylvania. Rev. Clifton G. 
White of Chambersburg, a native of 
Mauheim preached the memorial ser- 
mon this year. 


The exercises incident to the Feast 


of Roses began at l.oO oclock. After 
singing and appropriate recitations B. 
C. Allee, a member of the Lancaster 
Bar, on behalf of the congregation, 
presented the rose to a lineal descen- 
dant of the Baron. It was received by 
General John F. Roller, of Harrison- 
burg. Va. The exercises closed "with 
a contribution of loses, each person at- 
tending being expected to bring one 
rose. The roses contributed are sent 
annually to local hospitals.

MEWS OF THE JAPAH—RUSSIAN WAR 


JAPAN HAS BEEN MASTER OF THE 


UATfON UP TO PRESENT TIME. 


SIT- 


A Brief Reviaw of Events Sinct the Breaking 


out of the War-A Big Battle is 


Looked For Soon. 


FKBRUAKY. 


The lirst jnouth of the struggle be- 


twecifcJRussiaand Japan -was definitely 
jnarked by two movements on Japan's 
part. Immediately upon the breaking 
oil" of diplomatic relations she began 
to land her men on Korean soil, and, 
in order to protect the movements of 
her transports, maintained a constant 
activity by sea at Port Arthur, with a 
view of pre%entiug the Kussian fleet 
there from interfering with the trans- 
portation of Japanese troops. Closely 
allied to this was the destruction off 
Chemulpo of the Russian battleships 
Variag and Korietz. 
During the 


month the Russian Mediterranean 
squadron was ordered to re-enforce her 
fleets in the East, but only reached 
Jibuti, in the JRed sea, when it was or- 
dered to return to Cronstadt. 


MARCH. 


During March Japan's laud opera- 


tions in Korea and her activity at sea 
off Port Arthunsteadily continued, her 
fleet also bombarding Vladivostok. 
With her increased forces in Korea 
she pressed northward as far as Ping- 
Yang, her scouts penetrating further 
as far as Anju, a number of skirmishes 
taking place between ihern and Rus- 
sia's advance cavalry. The substitu- 
tion of Admiral Makaroff over Admi- 
ral Stark at Port Arthur and the arri- 
val of General Kuropatkiu at the seat 
of war infused new life into Russia's 
incn ements. 


APRIL. 


April, however, proved a disastrous 


month for Russia. On the 13th her 
battleship Petropavlovsk was sunk 
near the harbor entrance by striking a 
Japanese mine. At the same time a 
Russian torpedo-boat was sunk by the 
Japs, the total losses 
amounting to about 650.

THREE 
MAGNIFICENT 
THOPHIES 


To be Given for H^tst Rating for the In- 


spection ai Gettysburg Can p. 


Much Interest has been aroused 


among the State National Uuard by 
the announcement that three magnifi- 
cent bronzes will be presented by the 
"Philadelphia Inquirer" to the com- 
pany, troop and battery earning the 
highest rating for the inspection in. 
camp at Gettysburg in their respective 
branches of the service — infantry, 
cavalry and artillery. 


The Infantry Trophy ia a forceful 


creation, in rich brome, of a Norman 
archer, the infantryman of the army 
of that day. The pose of the figure is 
very striking, the body of the soldier 
being inclined as the tense muscles 
draw the barb of the arrow to the chin, 
and the strong neck is bent, to enable 
the keen eye of the archer to sight his 
missile. From the base to the top of 
the bow the height of the figure is 
just 40 inches. Pierre Tourgueueff, 
one of the most noted artists of the 
present school, is the author, and the 
careful detail which the sculptor has 
worked into this creation demonstrates 
that he was thoroughly imbued with 
the spirit of his work. 


The same artist has the credit of 


modeling the trophy for the cavalry, 
"A Trooper of the Empire." In this, 
as in the "Norman Archer," M. Tour- 
gueueff has again marked his artistic 
perception of pose. The "Trooper of 
the Empire" is one of that magnificent 
body of cavalry, the Hussars, whom 
Murat, the "Beau Sabre" of the First 
Empire, so gloriously led. Man and 
horse are fine conceptionsjn repose, 
and that very repose adds forcefully to 
the ensemble. The figure is on a base 
seventeen by five inches and measures 
twenty inches to the top of the Hus- 
sar's aigrette. 


A search for something apropos and 


emblematic for the artillery arm of the 
State service brought this statuette of 
the great captain himself, who was 
first and foremost an artilleryman. 
M. Pinedo, who has made a specialty ^ 
of studies of the first Emperor of the 
French, and whose noted equestrian 
statue of Napoleon adorns the French 
capital, is the author of this work.

[Original.] 


More than hall' a century ago a com- 


I>:uiy of United Htutos cavalry station- 
ed »t Kort 
, In what is now Arizona, 


had u pet btwr thoy called Uiicau. Un- 
cas \vus as tractable as u Newfound- 
laud dog. moving freely about the post, 
usually spending his time cither beg- 
ging (lie cook for something to cut or 
sleeping in the sunshine in winter aud 
the shade in summer. One day Uncas 
strayed away from the post and did 
not rciuin. 


Then came news that the neighbor- 


ing Indiana had left their reservations, 
and Uncas was forgotten in the pre- 
vailing excitement. In those days many 
of the forts in the wild west were little 
better than blockhouses, and Fort 
was one of this kind. As soon as the 
Indians were known to have broken 
loose, the gates were kept closed and 
the usual precautions in time of hos- 
tilities were ooserved.
